Cartan to make this demand for Ireland's freedom. Doctor McCartan is the 
envoy of the provisional government of Ireland and one of the Sinn Fein 
leaders who were recently elected to the Irish Parliament. 

Last New Year's eve he published a proclamation announcing to Irish 
citizens resident in the United States the result of the election of December 
lt, (the count being officially completed December 28), by which lreland 
had ‘‘exercised her right of self-determination,’’ and decided negatively on 
the question of, ‘‘Shall Britain continue to occupy Ireland 9®’’ 

More recently he addressed a memorandum to the same effect to Secre- 
tary of State Lansing and the envoys of other governments, and desired them 
to taken notice that ‘‘the Irish nation, therefore, does not recognize His 
Britannic Majesty as King of Ireland. The United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland is at an end. The republic of Ireland denies the right of any 


foreign government henceforth to enter into negogiations or arrangements.

All but one of the large St. Louis 
industries which had war orders wil! 
resume operations exclusively along 
former lines of manufacture, the ex- 
ception being that tme St. Louis Car 
(‘o. will add to its manufacture of 
traction cars other production, made 
possible by additional facilities cre- 
ated in handling war contracts. Most 
of the large plants are utilizing the 
present lull to make _ repairs for 
which no time was taken during the 
intensive production of munitions. 

In St. Louis an average of 3000 
civilians apply weekly for employ- 


ment at the Government free agency’ 


in the Pontiae Building, Seventh and 
Market streets, ana from 1600 to 
2000 are placed: of 150 women who 
apply weekly, 40 per cent are placed.

lem, or the chronic helpless type. | 
The service attempts in the main to 
alleviate situations aggravated by a 
surplus in ‘one place and a shortage 
in another by sending the man to the 
job without expense to himself.

N THE private diary of William Maclay (who, 
with Robert Morris, represented Pennsylvania 
in the First United States Senate, 1789-1791) 
are some interesting sidelights on the social 
side of George Washington's first administra- 
tion, which never before have been given to 
the general public. This diary was published 
30 years ago in a very limited edition, but it was given 
verbatim, so that it was necessary to wade through 
more than 250,000 words of tedious debates in order 
to get at a few of the items of social interest which 
#re presented herewith: 


Lord Chesterfield was noted for his politeness. It 
is said that on a certain occasion when he was enter- 
taining an uncouth guest at dinner he drank tea from 
a saucer 80 as not to injure the feelings of the guest, 
who was imbibing his tea in that crude manner. 

But we find that Lord Chesterfield’s politeness was 
outdone by Martha Washington at a state dinner, 
when she ate “a whole heap” of vancid cream rather 
than embarrass her guests. This heroic episode is 
recorded in Maclay’s diary under date of June 11, 1789, 
as follows: 


“Dined this day with Robert Morris. The company 
consisted of Mr. and Mrs. Morris, with their three 
children, Mr. Fitzsimmons and Mr. Clymer. Mrs. Mor- 
ris talked a great deal; after dinner. She did it grace- 
fully enough, this being a gayer place and she being 
considered as at least the second female character at 
court. As to taste, etiquette, etc., she is certainly 
first. : 


“I thought she discovered a predilection for New 
York, but, perhaps, she was only doing it jus- 
tice; while my extreme aversion, like a jealous 
sentinel, is for giving no quarter. I!, however, 
happened to mention that they were ill sup- 
plied with cream. Mrs. Morris had much to say 
on this subject; declared they had done all 
they could, and even sent to the country all 
about, but that' they could not be supplied. She 
told many anecdotes on this subject; particu- 
larly how. two days before she dined at the 
President's. A large, fine-looking trifle was 
brought to table. It appeared exceedingly well 
indeed. She was helped by the President, but on 

» ta’ ing some of it, she had to pass her hand- 
kerchief to her mouth and rid herself of the mor- 
sel—on which she whispered to the President. It 
seems that the cream of which the trifle was made was 
unusually stale and rancid. On learning this, the Gen- 
i eral changed his plate immediately. ‘But,’ Mrs. Mor- 
ris added with a titter, ‘Mrs. Washington ate a whole 

heap of it.’”’ 

Under date of May 11, 1789, Maclay records: “I re- 
| ceived a ticket from the President of the United States 
| to use his box this evening at the theater, being the 

first of his appearance at the playhouse since entering 
on his office. Went. The President, Governor of the 
State, Foreign Ministers, Senat from New Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Maryland and South 
“ Carolina; and some ladies inthe same box. I am old 
and notices or attentions are lost on me. I could have 
wished some of my dear children in my place. They 
are young and would have enjoyed it. Long might 
they live to boast of having been seated in the same 
box with the first character in the world. The play. 
was the ‘School for Scandal.’ I never liked it. Indeed, 
I think it an indecent representation before ladies of 
) character and virtue. Farce: ‘The Old Soldier.” The 
house was greatly crowded and I thought the players 
acted well; but I wish I had seen the “Conscious Lov- 
ers,” or some play that inculcated more prudential 
nianners.” 


As we can readily imagine, Washington's first state 
dinner was a tremendously solemn affair; and from 
start to finish all present were in a highly nervous 
state of mind. John Jay made a heroic effort to re- 
lieve the distressing tension, but with only partial suc- 
cess. Maclay records the solemn function as follows: 

“A little after 4 p. m. I called on Mr. Bassett of the 
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Delaware State. We went to the President's to dinner. 
The company were: President and Mrs. Washington, 
Vice President and Mrs. Adams, the Governor of New 


York and his wife, Mr. Jay and wife, Mr. Langdon 


and wife, Mr. Dalton and a lady, perhaps his wife, 


and a Mr. Smith, Mr. Bassett, myself, Lear and Lewis, 


the President's two secretaries. 

“The President and Mrs. Washington sat opposite 
to each other in the middle of the table; the two secre- 
taries, one at each end. It was a great dinner and the 
best of the kind I was ever at. The room, however, 
was disagreeably warm. First was the soup, fish, 
roasted and boiled; meats, gomen, fowls, etc. This 
was the dinner. The middle of the table was ete 
nished in the usual tasty way with small images, 
flowers (artificial), etc. The dessert was: First, 
apple pies, puddings, etc., then iced creams, jellies, etc.; 
then water melons, musk melons, apples, peaches, nuts.

“I expected the men would now begin, but the same 
stillness remained. The President told of a New En- 
gland clergyman who had lost his hat and wig in pass- 
ing a river called the Brunks. He smiled and every- 
body else laughed. He now and then said a sentence 
or two on some common topic; and what he said was 
not amiss. Mr. Jay tried to make a laugh by men- 
tioning the circumstance of the Duchess of Devonshire 
leaving no stone unturned to carry Fox's election. 

“There was a Mr. Smith. who mentioned how Homer 
described Aeneas leaving his wife and carrying his 
father out of Maming Troy. He had heard somebody 
(I suppose) witty on the occasion: but if he had ever 
read it, he would have said Virgil. 

“The President kept a fork in his hand, when the 
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cloth was taken away, I thought for the purpose of 
picking nuts. He ate no nuts, however, but played 
with the fork, striking the edge of the table with it. 
We did not sit long after the ladies retired. The 
President rose, went upstairs to drink coffee. The 
company followed.” 

How keen the Senators of the First United States 
Senate were for the social side of their duties is 
shown in Maclay’s diary when he records: “About 2 
o’clock the words ‘levee’ and ‘adjourn’ were repeated 
from sundry quarters of the house. Adjourn to Mon- 
day? The Vice President (Adams) caught hold of the 
last. ‘Is the pleasure of the house that adjourn- 
ment be to Monday? A single ‘No’ would not be 
heard among the prevailing ayes. Here are the most 
important bills before us, and yet we shall. throw all 
by for the empty ceremony—for attending the levee 
is little more. Nothing is regarded or valued at such 
meetings but the qualifications that flow from the tail- 
or. barber or dancing master. To be clean-shaved, 
shirted and powdered; to make your bows with grace, 
and to be the master of small chat on the weather, 
play or newspaper anecdote of the day are the high- 
est qualifications necessary. Levees may be extremely 
useful in old countries where men of great fortune are 
collected, as it may keeff' the idle from being much 


worse employed. But here, | think, they ang 
hurtful. 
Describing the levee, Maclay records how the 


Senators met in the anteroom and then entered 
the levee room: “I went foremost and left 
them to follow and do as well as they could. 
Indeed, they had no great thing of a pattern, 
for I am but a.poor courtier. The company 
was large for the room. The foreign Ministers 
were there, Van Berkel, the Dutch Minister, 
gaudy as a peacock. The President honored 
me with a particular tete-a-tete. ‘How will 
this weather suit your farming?’ he asked. 
‘Poorly, sir,’ I replied. “The season is the most 
backward I have ever known. It is remarkably 
so here, but, by letters from Pennsylvania, vege- 
tation is slow in proportion there.’ Washington 
answered: ‘The fruit, it is to be expected, will 
be safe; backward seasons are in favor of it, but in 
Virginia it was lost before I left that place.’ 
Like many another brave soldier, Washington would 
rather. face a park of artillery than make a speech. 


* We have a new light on Washington’s inaugural ad- 


dress of April 30, 1789, in Maclay’s diary, where it is 
recorded: “As the company returned into the Senate 
chamber (from the balcony of which Washington had 
just taken oath of office), the Président took the chair 
and the Senators and Representatives their seats. He 
(Washington) rose and all rose also, and addressed 
them. This great man was agitated and embarrassed— 
more than ever he was by the leveled cannon or point- 
ed musket. He trembled and several times could scarce 
make out to read, though it must be supposed he had 
often read before. He put part of the fingers of his 
left hand into the side of what I think the tailors call 
the ‘fall’ of the breeches (corresponding to the modern 
side pockets) changing the paper into the other hand. 
After some time he then did the same with some of 
the fingers of his right hand. When he came to the 
words ‘all the world’ he made a flourish with his right 
hand which left rather an ungainly impression. | sin- 
cerely, for my part, wished all set ceremony in the 
hands of dancing masters and that this first of men 
had read his address in the plainest manner, without 
even taking his eyes from the paper—for I felt hurt 
that he was not first in everything. He was dressed 
in deep brown, with metal buttons with an eagle on 
them, white stockings, a bag and a sword.” 

So far as the writer knows, there has never been a 
portrait of George Washington showing him with spec- 
tacles on.

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How handicapped humanity is helped by 
the exercise of body muscles and the

teacher-nurse, trained in the system that bids fair to 
revolutionize old practices of medicine and surgery. 


Like many other institutions that have come into 
being or received impressive stimulus in the past year 
or two, the greatest war of all times made its impress 
on the application of this modern mode of treatment. 
and from the experimental stage, where it lingered 
after many successful demonstrations in the asylums. 
it has been taken up with a zest in many parts of the 
country, and schools for the training of specialized 
teachers are being organized in a manner that gives 
eloquence to the prophecy of its general introduction 
in hospitals throughout the civilized world. 


St. Louis is no laggard in this scientific enterprise, 
which, under a technical alias, substitutes the employ- 
ment of the body and mind for the good, bad and in- 
different nostrums of the pharmacopoeia. No longer 
will the injured soldier or workman who is able to 
move about, even on crutches, be compelled to sit 
about in the hospitals, brooding over his hurts and 
wondering when he will be able to resume his former 
station in this workaday world, nor will he have to be 
dosed with hypnotics or other compounds ad nauseam, 
to soothe jumping nerves or superinduce sleep. No, 
not while there is close at hand a workshop provided 
with a teacher and the necessary facilities for the ap- 
plications of the principles and practices of occupational! 
therapy, and the system takes into consideration the 
workable capacity of every kind and character of 
petients, from the brawny laborer to the timid, deli 
cate child. : 

While this method of treatment has been employed 
in St. Louis for some time under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Chapter of the Junior League, an organiza- 
tion of young matrons and misses prominent in so- 
cial circles, it is only recently that plans have assumed 
concrete form for its widespread introduction in the 
hospitals throughout the city and State. Further, 
it is proposed to push the work of training young 
women who wish to qualify for the teaching positions. 
The St. Louis school, which has been in operation since 
last December in the art section of Washington Uni- 
versity under the guidance of Miss Alice Dean, has 
nearly completed one-half of the prescribed course and 
will be ready for new students the latter part of this 
month. This school was started with a donation of 
$5000, made from the treasury of 
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300,000, and that this-class of cases alone was a prom- 
ising field for the new order of treatment. “Help 
the physically handicapped,’’ was the motto of the pio- 
neers in the movement, and the extended application 
has new gotten far beyond this original field, with 
the result that the workshop and its diverting tenden- 
cies is employed for all ailments, as well as the con- 
valescing surgical cases. Occupational therapy, in a 
word, is urged as a beacon for every sufferer from 
every ill that flesh is heir to—not as a cure in itself, 
but as an aid in the process of the healing. 


Though many young women entered the _ special 
training classes for this character of work, reports 
to the committees in charge of Its extension in this 
city show that the needs are far from satisfied, and 
that the number will have to be largely increased to 
supply the growing demand. This explains the activ- 
itv of a well-organized movement, radiating out of 
Washington University and Barnes Hospital, to push 
the workshop ‘along in its mission of helping the sick 
and maimed. Potential forces are deeply interested 
in its success and plans are formulating for the estab- 
lishment of shops and teachers in the city hospital, 
city sanitarium and other institutions throughout the 
State. 


Before the St. Louis school was opened in the art 
department of Washington University there were four 
or five schools operating successfully. These were at 
Columbia University, New York; the Mason House at 
Washington, D. C.; Favill House, Chicago; Devereaux 
House, Marblehead, Mass., and an institution at Mil- 
waukee, directed by Elizabeth G. Upham, a standard 
authority on the new system. Another of its foremost 
advocates, who has been in conference with the lead- 
ers of the movement in this city is Mrs. Eleanor 
Clarke Slagle of the Henry B. Favill Institution at 
Chicago.

of aggressive workers has been at 
the head and front of the mission- 
ary and other activities from the 
start. 


The war and the consequent ne- 
cessity for vocational training 
courses urged by the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the United States army to 
facilitate the reclamation of crip- 
pled soldiers was as grist for the 
mills of occupational therapy.

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He has severe heart trouble, in fact, cannot walk a block with-

When the call was made for volunteers to take up 
the training required to qualify the instructors, there 
was no school in St. Louis,-and some of the young 
women went elsewhere for the training. Among the 
number were Misses Frances Reid Jones and Carlota 
Glasgow of the Junior League, the former taking a 
course at Columbia, while Miss Glasgow finished at 
the Mason House, Washington. Miss Jones is now 
utilizing her experience at the Walter Reid Hospital at 
Washington, where there are many wounded soldiers 
under treatment, while Miss Glasgow is assisting with 
the instruction work in St. Louis. 

Out at Barnes Hospital the Junior League has its 
therapeutical workshop in full operation, with a 
dozen or more patients under the work treatment evers 
day. This establishment has everything needed in the 
way of tools and appliances used in the course. Looms 
for making rugs, knitting bags, portieres and table 
covers, occupy a large part of the space, and there is 
a bench for carpentry, a lathe and materials for caning 
chairs and decorating the toys that are also produced 
in this odd hive of therapeutic industry. Miss Wini- 
fred Connerich, a tall, athletic-looking voung woman 
from Boston, who received her training at the Deve- 
reux Mansion at Marblehead, Mass., is in charge, and 
when a Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine man called, 
she was directing the work of three men, two old la- 
dies and two girls about 17 and 21 years of age. The 
elderly women were sewing the knitting bags that had 
been woven by the men, while the girls were making 
and decorating toys. 

One of the men, a sufferer from acute heart trouble, 
was running the largest loom in the shop and seemed 
very much absorbed in his work. He was weaving a 
large rug with many colors in the design. The sched- 
ule of thread colors was pinned in front of him, and 
as he worked his feet and hands his eves were seldom 
taken off the formulae tacked to the machine. He 
said Re had been taking the work cure for a month 
and that he could testify that it had greatly helped 
him. He had been ill a long while and when he came 
to the workshop he was scarcely able to walk more 
than a block without sitting down to rest. The work 
had helped him, in that it kept his mind off his ail- 
ment, and gave him enough exercise to produce restful 
sleep at nights. While he conversed his feet were in 
constant action and he juggled and tossed the shuttles 
like a veteran at the loom. He said that he had never 
seen such a device in his life until he came to try 
occupational therapy as a means to help his condition.

1:30 and demanded another piece of steak, which was 
served to him under protest. For his breakfast, after 
getting two small drinks of red wine, he again called 
for steak. During the day he continued eating meat, 
arinking beef tea and alternating this with other bev- 
erages, between milk, wine and imported English 
ale, heavy in alcoholic content. He gained weight 
rapidly, picking up eight pounds in less than two 
days after the completion of his fast. On the fourth 
day his weight had increased to 147 pounds, or only 
101-2 pounds less than he weighed at the beginning. 

Notwithstanding the interest that was worked up 
in the Tanner performance, the financial return Was 
ludicrously small. Tickets sold at the hall brought 
in but $500 for the entire season and most of these 
were used as many as four or five times a day. The 
doctors who served as watchers received nothing for 
their time, and expenses otherwise more than absorbed 
the entire returms. Following the fast, Tanner went 
on a lecture tour but ,did not have the success that 
his friends had predicted for him.

out of the lecturing profession and was mentioned but 


little anywhere, until the news of his death in the 
County Hospital of San Diego was announced. 
Dr. Tanner was born in Tunbridge Wells, England.

he worked in his father’s wagon shop. He came to 
the United States at 17 and settled in Wisconsin, where 
he began the study of medicine. He pursued this 
study further in Cincinnati, where he was graduated - 
from an Eclectic college.

He was 
abstemious in his habits and avoided the use of both 
intoxicants and tobacco.

EN went to war. Women went to 
work in the industries left behind. 
Thereby thousands of traditions were 
smashed as to the inequality of men's 
and women’s brains and hands. 
Something like the great upheaval 
was needed to explode the fallacy de- 


“veloped with the machine age, that women as a sex 


b 


were lacking in mechanical aptitude. With everything 
‘done by machinery and the growing belief and per- 
‘sistent prejudice among labor organizations that 
woman's place was anywhere but in the machine shop, 
women would have been relegated to the few tasks left 
requiring only manual labor or intellect. In England 
reports show how women drafted by the emergency ex- 
eeeded and excelled the records of men in numberless 
mechanical processes of the metal trades, wood work- 
ing and chemical works. In America women were not 
put to so extensive a test, but wherever their labor 
was substituted, reports have been equally satisfactory. 

A striking single example of a woman's development 
in mechanical skill is Miss Estelle Inskeep, 3213 Olive 
street, who ran a regular man-size lathe at the Wagner 
Miectric Co. Other women were placed at such ma- 
«hines as drill punches and lathes when the short- 
age of men necessitated it. Any number of women 
operated the small speed lathes. It was merely the 
emergency that placed Miss Inskeep at the large lathe, 
and she very quickly proved herself equal in the 
emergency to any man. She cut the largest metal 
parts in steel or brass, attained a speed of about 750 
pieces a day, with a daily average of not more than 


two or three “scraps.” 

She learned to read the difficult micrometer and 
gauge her planes to the thousandth fraction of an 
inch, as required. 

She is only 21 vears old, of small stature, girlish 
looking in face and form and fair to look upon. And in 


her “man’s job” she has sacrificed no innate feminine 
attribute, as shall be seen. 

And just to prove that her mechanical skill was not 
a mere adventitious development, but that her brain 
also acted like a man’s, when experienced mechanics 
began to feel the injustice of the deal by which they 
were speeded up beyond human endurance within, and 
taxed beyond the limits of normal wage scales by the 
increasing cost of living without, and there was no 
satisfactory adjustment forthcoming from the pay- 
masters and task masters, they went on strike, our 
woman latbe worker joined the machinists’ union and 
went on strike, too. m 4 ~ ¢ 

Many other women mechanics also alii the union 
and struck at the time. Months of arbitration have 
not yet brought an adjustment of all the differences at 
this plant. Miss Inskeep is still out. She has worked 
since at one or two organized plants, joining in walk- 
outs at each place. She is now engaged in other than 
machinist’s work. All except herself and one other 
girl, Elizabeth Smith, a drill presser, who does not at- 
tend the meetings, have drifted out of the union. But 
responsibility for that big lathe seems to have devel- 
oped a greater all-around sense of responsibility in 
little Miss Inskeep. She has become more and more 
impressed with the principles she hears discussed at 
the meetings of her local. She must have contributed 
something of. value to the counsels, too, for she has 
been intrusted by the men with several offices: She 
is a trustee, a member of the Auditing Committee and 
when a committee was summoned to Washington by 
the War Labor Board, she was delegated by the Ex- 
ecutive Council to present the grievances of the women 
who had worked beside her. 

Today, John Fritschie, business a 
national Machinists’ Union, pronounces Estelle Inskeep 
one of the most trusted and valued members of the 
union in St. Louis. 

Miss Inskeep’s rise in about six months’ time to 
such consideration is a tribute to her own intelli- 
gence and to the fairness of the men in admitting her 
to their organization. Perhaps the men realize the 
unwisdom of antagonism in dealing with women of 
proved ability and determination. 

Perhaps Miss Inskeep’s ideas and purposes expressed 
to them as she expressed them to me are sufficient as- 
surance that the higher skilled machinest isin no danger 
of being supplanted permanently by woman labor. 

“It is a satisfaction to know that | can handle a 
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lathe as well as a 
man, and it was fas- 
cinating work,” she 
said. “But I have no 
desire to continue in 
this line of work. See 


hands from molten 
steel splinters, and 
this scar on my eye- 
lid. Now that the 
war is over I do not 
care to accumulate 
any more of them. I! 
Can make enough to 
support myself, if not 
as much as I made at 
the lathe, in trades 
that are not so hard 
on my nerves and my 
looks. I don’t like to 
wear overalls, which 
| had to wear at 
Wagner's. I like to 
wear women’s 
clothes, and I do not 
care to sacrifice my 
complexion, just vet. 

“Certainly, I don’t 
want to take the job of any returned soldier as long 
as there is plenty of work which women can do 
and which men cannot do. 

“But” —thoughfully—“I shall always remain in 
the union and work for its just principles. I think 
all women who work ought to lend what strength 
and ability they have to the organization of 
labor. Jf not for their own individual sakes, and 
whether they gain any immediate material advantage 
or not—though the discussions at the meetings are 
educating 'n themselves—every working woman owes 
it to all the other women in industry to organize for 
the betterment of conditions and wages.”’ 

Women are hard to organize. They join the union 
when there is strike for some particular object but 
they wont stay organized long enough to get into the 
spirit of it. If they did they would find a wide field 
of new interests opening before them. You may always 
have known of injustices around you, but knowing 
yourself powerless to ¢ghange things, you just shut 
your eyes to them. Feeling vourself even a small pai’ 
of a great power gives you hope and a desire to find 
out about so many things. I always intend to belong 
even when I am old grandmother.”’

the past year, an effort was made to organize the sales- 
women and other employes, without result. I! had 
heard the woman manager of this restaurant at the 
time of the attempted strike express her contempt for 
those unladylike creatures who were picketing the en- 
trances with their banners and wearily repeated slo- 
gans about a living wage. We had to wait for a table, 
sc thick was the crowd of shoppers attracted by bar- 
gain sales and matinee day. We were surrounded by 
prominent club women, war workers and social uplift- 
ers, for what woman is not trying to be one of these 
nowadays? But | doubt if there was any. woman 
present who belonged to a labor union or who would 
not have viewed with curiosity, if not a little suspicion, 
a striker in their midst. There was nothing in Miss 
lnskeep’s appearance or manner -to mark her ag dif- 
ferent from the rest., Except for a few almost invisible 
scars, her complexion unadorned was more like a rose 
than what many another 21-year-old girl nearby had 
been able to attain even with artificial aid. Her voice

was as low, her smile as ready, her manner as gentle, 
without any need of insistence upon her allegiance to 
feminine traditions, as, for example. the unorganized 
restauranteure s. 

Neither was the little machinist embarrassed by 


what might be the unaccustomed surroundings of ex- 
travagant gowns and fancy foods. She had been to 
Washington recently and had argued with learned 
counsel of the emplovers’ class, you see. 

Other women gain confidence from educational ac- 
complishments, from the feeling of being well dressed 
or the knowledge of birth and position, or from native 


self-assurance. This young woman had confidence 
gained in another avenue of discovery. 
She had the knowledge of that thing which James 


M. Barrie, the novelist (who knows women somewhat 
better than most of us know oursely¥es), declares to be 
“what every woman knows,’ namely, that a woman's 
resources are equal to and frequently not so very dif- 
ferent from, men’s, though many do not 

Having proved that knowledge, she is, like Barrie's 
heroine, unwilling to surrender peculiar feminine at- 
tributes of charm. She is going to keep her knowledge, 
use her “masculine” intelligence and ability toward 
getting better conditions for both men and women in 
industry, and she is not going to relinquish anv of 
her womanly prerogatives either. |

OMAN in business has be- 
come an old story. But 


there is something refresh 
ingly new and vastly en- 
couraging to those who be- 
lieve that women are be- 
ginning to find their right- 
ful place in the world’s work in the fact that 
one of the three executives of the Bush Ter- 
minal Co., New York—one of the biggest and 
most far-reaching of America’s industrial 
plants—is a woman, Henrietta F. H. Ried; 
so feminine that, as she tele- 
phones, she admires her own small foot 
smartly encased in silk stockings and pump. 

One of Miss Ried’s most important duties 
is the hiring of all employes ‘of the Bush 
Company, and | first heard ef her through a 
man who had applied for a position. In spite 
of his failure to land a job, he spoke enthu- 
siastically, and ended his remarks by saying: 

“She's the highest salaried woman in Amer- 
ica. They say she gets $31,000 a year.” 

Later, when I visited the Bush Terminal 
Building on Forty-second street and talked 
with various employes there, I was told that 
her salary was rumored to be anyhere from 
$25,000 to $50.000 a year, but that no one 
knew exactly but Miss Ried and the cashier. 
When.I broached the subject to Miss Ried 
she said she thought in all probability she did 
receive the highest salary of any woman in 
business, but it was a difficult thing to prove, and 
that her salary was not so important as the work she 
was doing, which proved that women need not neces- 
sarily stick to the detail and routine, but could become 
executives. And we all know, from reading the self- 
help advertisements, that executives do receive the 
highest salaries in business. 

Kager to learn just what Miss Ried did to earn this 
fabulous salary, I made arrangements to spend a day 
with her. When I entered her office at 9:30 that 
eventful morning I found she had been there a half 
hour, and that often she arrived as early as 8:30. She 
placed me back of her in a corner by the window, and 
while she finished reading and sorting her mail |! bad 
a chance to study her and the office. 

Miss Ried’s office is a medium-sized room on the 
twenty-sixth floor of the Bush Terminal! Building, with 
its broad window facing the south.

There are no frills to distract ones attention, yet it 
gives one a feeling of comfort and friendliness. Doubt- 


less that is due in part to Miss Ried’s personality and 
presence. 

=he is one of those exceptional women who have no 
ace. Her keen interest in and sympathy for people 
keep her perennially young. WHer friendly blue eyes 
miss nothing. She often finds something to amuse her, 
avd when she smiles you notice her even, white teeth. 
She was born in Kentucky, and she has the soft, cul- 
tured voice of the South. Her hair is blonde, but the 
day I was with her she had it covered with a small 
black satin hat. Her blue serge gown was embroidered 
with gray wool and had a band of black fur around 
the bottom. Though she has been in business 20 years 
and has worked her way to the top, she has none 
of the smugness of the self-made man. She is simple 
and unaffected in her manner, and too much interested 
in other people to be an egotist. 

She buzzed for her stenographer, but before she could 
begin dictation the telephone interrupted, and in a mo- 
ment she was off with a hurvied apology: 

“One of my girls is ill,’ she explained, as she 
hastened toward the door. ‘I! must give first aid.” 

“lt is always like that,” said her stenographer, with 
a little smile.

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Could You Go Forty Days Without 


Nearly forly years ago Dr. Henry S. 
Tanner did it, and became the 
most widely known man in the 
country—Then he was forgotter. 
entirely until the news of his 
death, the other day, at the age of 
88 years—Some facts about his re- 
markable feal 12 ss} jal 


UITE recently there came out of San 
Diego, Cal., a brief news dispatch an- 
nouncing the death of Dr. Henry Samuel 
Tanner, in the County Hospital there, at 
the age of 88 years. Only a line or two 
was given to his remarkable performance 
of 39 years ago, when he demonstrated 
that it was possible to abstain from food for a period 
of 40 days, and yet survive. 

Notwithstanding the brief dismissal given Dr. Tan- 
ner at the time of his passing, the fact remains that 
in his day he was the most talked of person in the 
United: States. The name was on the lips of nearly 
everybody and was made the subject of many jests 
on the stage of that time. It was a very poor end-man 
who could not work off a Tanner joke in the early 
’80s following the fast, and there were widespread 
newspaper comments on the theories and practices of 
the Minneapolis doctor, who, up to that timet was 
known only in his immediate neighborhood. He 
rushed into fame with a bound and the caustic jokes 
of his fellow physicians and the wide latitude in the 
same character of humor indulged in by the para- 
graphers of that day did not deter him from deliver- 
ing his message and offering himself as the subject 
of his test. And he proved his contention and emerged 
from the long period of deprivation not much the 
worse for his self-imposed fast. He was under the 
closest surveillance throughout the entire period and 
was given credit for having accomplished just what he 
started to do. 

The scene of the Tanner fast was the old Clarendon 
Hall in New York, and it began at noon June 28, 
1880. The first entry on the record book of his feat 
was made pretty much in this fashion: 

“Dr. Henry S. Tanner, aged 49, appeared in Claren- 
don Hall this day to begin a 40 days’ fast. He declares 
that he has eaten no solid food today, but took for 
breakfast a quart of milk and the same quantity for 
dinner at 11:45 o'clock. His weight with clothing 
i; 1571-2 pounds; temperature, 99 degrees; average 
pulse, 88, with a variation from 21 to 24 pulsations 
per minute; respiration, 18. The doctor was undressed 
and carefully examined. 


prived of food for any length of time. In other words. 
it was psychological rather than physical suffering that 
caused the torture and death of such persons. 

Another explanation given at the time was that 
Tanner, having had a severe attack of rheumatism, at- 
tributed it to injudicious eating, and cured himself by 
a process of starvation quietly conducted. This was 
the main purpose of his preliminary test, according to 
a pamphlet that was freely distributed, following his 
long engagement at the Clarendon. According to this 
version, Dr. Tanner discovered in the summer of 1877 
that his rheumatism was ‘getting pretty close to his 
heart, and that it was high time to take some drastic 
steps to save his life. This fast lasted for 42 days 
and the result, according to his own declaration, was 
a vindication of his theory. He selected June and 
July, because in them, food would not be required as 
fuel to counteract the effect of the cold weather that 
prevailed a large part of the year in Minneapolis. There 
was no system of watching maintained at this test, 
but a Dr. A. Meyer who partly supervised it, said that 
the Tanner version was correct and that he did actu- 
ally subsist for 42 days on no diet other than water. 

A few years later the New York and Brooklyn news- 
papers were devoting space liberally to a~«girl in the 
latter city named Mollie Fancher, who would go for 
long periods without tasting food of any kind. There 
were physicians of note who characterized the achieve- 
ments of the Brooklyn gir) as pure inventions, if not 
the product of disordered imagination. At the height 
of the Fancher controversy Dr. William A. Hammond, 
then a widely known practitioner in New York, said 
he would give $1000 to any person who would fast for 
a period of 30 days. It was then that Dr. Tanner's 


fame, then confined to the neighborhood in which he“ 


lived, became national and even international. No 
pent-up Utica or Promethean chains for’ the Minne- 
apolis doctor. There was a chance to hurl something 
at the old school doctors and an opportunity to make 
a fee that would more than pay expenses. He accepted 
the challenge and began preparations for the ordeal. 
He said he could do it easily, and would come out-of 
it as well, if not better, than at the beginning. A 
number of letters .were exchanged, but the Hammond 
proposition was rejected for the reason that he wanted 
the fast to take place in a college designated by him- 
self, with a watch of medical students similarly se- 
lected. Tanner, in refusing these terms, said that 
they would place his life and chances wholly in Ham- 
mond’s hands. He wanted both medical schools repre- 
sented, and besides, asked the privilege of drinking 
water if he desired. Dr. Hammond had previously de- 
clared that as water constituted a certain amount of 
food, it should be included in the abstinence. 

When the negotiations were broken off, Dr. Tanner 
went to New York and annownced that he was ready 
to begin a 40 days’ fast and invited Dr. Hammond to 
send representatives of the Neurological Society or

R. TANNER broke his long fast with a 

lusciofs peach, which he had held in his 

hand for 10 minutes or more, watchi 

the clock for the official end of his long 
ordeal. He ignored the advice of the physicians’ 
present, who insisted that fatal complications 
might follow any overindulgence, after his mara- 
thon performance, and announced that he would 
eat as he pleased, whatever might be the conse- 
quences. 7 

Within 12 hours after the doctor was free to 
eat food in any form he liked, he had disposed of 
three peaches, as many apples, four generous 
slices of watermelon, a pound and a half of beef- 
steak and almost a pound of beef tea. He even 
awakened after midnight and ordered steak, 
which he ate with a relish and then fell into a 
restful slumber. 

The gastric trouble that was feared by the 
doctors did not materialize, and in the morning 
he woke up and began eating again. His fast 
terminated at noon and during the first 12 hours 


with such beverages as milk, Hungarian wine and 
one fairly large drink of heavy English ale. He 
began gaining weight at once and in a very short 
season had recovered all he had lost during his 
protracted self-denial. 

One of the doctors declared that his stomach 
would digest cobblestones while another hinted 
that an anaconda could do no better. 
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any other organization. This invitation was refused, 
and the last word on the subject from Dr. Hammond 
was a denunciation of Tanner as a “faker,” or some 
term of the same general import. But this did not 
stop Tanner. He had come on from Minneapolis to 
demonstrate his theory, and he found himself in the 
midst of so much discussion and controversy that he 
began to like it immensely, The fast was then begun 
under the auspices of the United States Medical Col- 
lege on the day elsewhere mentioned, with all necessary 
precautions to prevent the passing of any articles of 
liauid or solid food, during the period of the test. 


Tanner's intention at the outset was to include wa- . 


ter as well as food, but the doctors of his own school, 
who were on hand, persuaded him to forego this self- 
denial. He partook of water copiously the first two 
days, according to the record, and then refused it until 
the tenth day. At that time he seemed to be suffering 
severely and kept calling for wet towels to be placed 


upon his forehead and wet sponges in his hands. But 
the surface absorption was not sufficient. The last

His clothing was also care-

There were many stories 
afloat at the time of Dr. 
Tanner’s demonstration, as 
to his purpose in offering 
himself for such a test.

and besides, having a dis- 
putatious turn of mind, he 
was ready and eager at all 
times for an argument 
along professional lines.

food for a period of 13 
days, were yet in good 
health after being taken 
aboard tlfe rescuing vessel. 
Some of the medical jour- 
nals, it seems, scoffed at 
this narrative, which 
p rompted Tanner to 
emerge from his seclusion 
with a defi and a chal- 
lenge. His claim was that 
it was the fear of starva- 
tion, rather than hunger

was evidently on the verge 
of delirium, evinced by in- 
articulate cries and much 
rolling and tossing about 
on his cot when he tried to 
sleep. His loss in weight 
during these eight days 
Was at the rate of two 
pounds per day, making 16 
of the total of 36 he lost 
during the entire 40-day 
period. A Dr. Wark, who 
was present as a watcher, 
told Tanner that he would 
die within 48 hours if he 
persisted in his refusal of 
water. 


At the end of the twen- 
tieth day he was in much 
better physical condition 
than he was on the tenth 
day, and during the next 
10 days he lost at the rate 
of 12 ounces per day, but 
no serious symptoms 
appeared until the 
compfetion of the thirtieth 
day, when he began to ex- 
perience attacks of nauséa, 
accompanied by. a slight 
fever. The fever recurred 
every third day, the gas- 
tric symptoms being much 
worse at each such recur- 
rence, but never disappear- 
ing altogether. In this 
condition he remained for 
the last 10 days, growing 
feebler and feebler as the

ROM out the welter of the war, surpassing 
all others in hideous squalor as well as in 
dimensions and destructiveness, there 
emerged two possibilities for those in- 
stances of individual glory which have in- 
vested all previous Wars with a glamour of 
romance. These lay in the invasion of 
combat into two entirely new elements, the depths of 
the sea and the heights of the air. Submarine war- 
fare, as waged by the Germans with abominable sav- 
agery to noncombatants, 
upon its practitioners as infamous villains instead of 
heroes. The Zeppelins, useless for combat purposes, 
won the stigma of assassins through their indiscrimi- 
nate slaughter of civilians, women and children. The 
same was true of the bombing planes which rained 
ruin upon open cities. 

@ Public sentiment saw from the first that the ¢chival- 
ry of battle survived in our age only in the warriors 
of the combat airplanes. Here, in modern times, were 
paladins as far surpassing Roland and the Cid as these 
excelled the Hottentot spearman—knights mounted 
upon dragons of steel which bore them to invisible 
reaches of the sky with the speed of the enchanted 
steed of the Arabian Nights, there to find victory or 
death. 

The sense that they were representatives of the age 
of chivalry at first animated the air fighters on both 
sides, to a degreé that shone like the sun against the 
somber bitterness of warfare on land and sea. Allied 
and German aviators exchanged individual challenges 
and fought single combats: captured foes were treated 
with honorable courtesy; enemies who were slain were 
buried with military honors and their graves sympa- 
thetically marked. 

The United States, 
the greatest publicity 


France, Italy and Germany gave 
to the feats of their airmen: 
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The late CAPT. GEORGES 
GUYNEMER, French, 50 planes. 


only in England did they remain for the most part 
anonymous. Thus it results that the names of many 
airmen have become household words all over the 
globe, and chief among them are those Richards Coeur 
de Lion of the sky, the “aces.”’ 

The United States, entering the war belatedly, found 
one “ace” already awaiting its roster of honor in the 
person of Gervaise Raoul Lufbery of Wallingford, 
Conn., who was the first American to enlist in the 
French flying service, and who had long been the pre- 
mier ace of the Lafayette Escadrille. He had been a 
soldier in the Spanish-American War and an adven- 
turer in all parts of the world. In Indio-China he 
became acquainted with an itinerant awiator, Maurice 
Poupre, who taught him to fly. They were in France 
when the war broke out and enlisted, Poupre as a 
flyer and Lufbery as a mechanic, -The former was 
killed and his pupil obtained permission to become an 
aviator to avenge his friend. He was officially cred- 
ited with his eighteenth German plane when he was 
killed in battle on May 18, 1918. He had attained the 
rank of Major in the American flying force. 

Lufbery’s good record was surpassed in a much 
shorter time by Capt. Edward Y. Rickenbacker of 
Columbus, O., who is officially credited with bringing 
down 26 enemy planes. Prior to the war Ricken- 
backer was a famous daredevil among drivers of racing 
automobiles, and for a time was Gen. Pershing’s chauf- 
feur in France. He obtained a transfer to the air 
service because he thought motoring in the war zone 
was “too slow,” and quickly took first place among 
American flyers. He declares that he had no especial 
system of air fighting, and that his victories were 
“60 per cent luck. ’* He recently returned to this 
eountry. 

France’s “ace of aces” is Lieut. Rene Fonck, who, 
when the war ended, was credited officially with de-

stroying 70 German planes, and whose actual tally 
was 109. A few weeks before the armistice he brought 
down four planes in 20 minutes, on the same day.¢ His 
most amazing exploit occurred in August of last year, 
when, single-handed, he attacked four German planes 
and sent three of them down in flames in 20 seconds. 
In another battle he brought down six planes. Fonck 
has declared that he relied upon using stronger will 
power than his opponents. One of his elements of 
strategy was to dive into the midst of a squadron of 
enemies, who would be handicapped by their num- 
bers in maneuvering, and in their shooting by fear 
of hitting one another. Lieut. Fonck plans soon to 
visit the United States, in mpany with Lieut. Nun- 
gesser. - 

The most romantic figure in French aviation was th@ 
late. Capt. Georges Guynemer, who was only 21 years 
old when he was killed in September, 1917. The story 
has often been told of how he was rejected five times 
on attempting to enlist in the army, and how he was 
told that he was too fragile in physique to make a sol- 
dier. The flying corps finally took him on, and he 
speedily arose to be a national idol. He received a 
tremendous demonstration on marching at the head 
of the aviation section in Paris on the French na- 
tional holiday, the July 14 before he was killed. He 
wore the Cross of the Legion of Honor, the Military 
Medal, the War Cross and almost every other honor 
his country could bestow. One of his spectacular 
achievements was shooting down three German planes
